According to Greenglass, when Fuchs T<as arrested Rosenberg told him 
to get out of the country* Greenglass said no. Subsequently vUien Gold nas 
arrested, Rosenberg allegedly again told Greenglass to leave the country and 
gave, him $500. David said he told Itosenberg this was not enough money, that 
he had too mny bills and he Just could not leave. A few days later^ on Sunday, 
May 28, 1950, Rosenberg gave (Jreenglass $4>000 more and told him to get out 
of the country by June 11. Rosenberg Instructed Greenglass to go by way of 
Mexico to Sweden or Switzerland and ultimately to Czechoslovakia. 

Greenglass said that he hid this 54,000 in the chimney of his apartment 
at 265 Rivington Street, N.Y.C. Greenglass said he attc.ched the money to a 
metal flue way up in the chimney by means of> ^.ot ch tapa. Following his arrest, 
Greenglass said he gave this $4,000 to 0. his attorney, as a fee. 

Greenglass saidyhe did not tell Rogge where he got this money. 

Gr^w^^ss said that Rosenberg had told him of his going to leave town 
and that JoelABaCT had already left. (Barr is a former classmate of Rosenberg, 
an alleged Coimunist who -is suspected of espionage activities. He has been out 
of the country for approximately two years.) Rosenberg said that -sdien Greenglass 
got to Czechoslovakia he would see several people that -they know. 

David said -that he and his wife Ru-bh discussed leaving the coun-try and 
decided against it but they felt -that they should go^out of town, to -the mountains.- 
until Rosenberg left. 

Greenglass told -the agents -that Rosenberg was unable to leave because 
the FBI was “tailing him night and day.® 

Mr. Tuohy said that Ru-bh Greenglass has also been interviewed and 
generally relates -bhe same story as -bhat of her husband. Bie agents interviewing 
•the Greenglasses are letting them talk generally and -they anticipate going back 
filling in specific details -when -the general picture is outlined, particularly 
as regards the questioning for -the purpose of obtaining information regarding 
the indi-vidual named Ann.

the Greenglasses arid obtain complete statements from them. Ur. Tuohy pointed 
out that consideration miast be given to the possibility of Rose’''berg getting 
away. He lives in an apartment in Knickerbocker Village Trtiich is on the Lower 
East side of New York. According to Mr. Tuohy, this settlement covers a fvd.1 
block and has all kinds of exits, including subterranean passages, etc.
